A pulpit stand decorated with the 
national colors had been fixed on the 
steps in 
front 
of the Lutheran 


Church. There were also some beau- 
tiful floral decorations. Rev. H. E. 
Wieand of the Lutheran Church pre- 
sided at the service. A spirited song 
service with Prof. J. Dale Diehl as 
leader was followed by the reading 
of the Word by Rev. Bishara of the 
Presbyterian Church and prayer by 
Rev. G. W. Faus of the Methodist 
Church. 


Rev. 
J. A. Eyler of St. John's Re- 


formed Church announced as his 
text Prov. 14: 34, "Righteousness 
exalteth a nation but sin is a reproach 
unto any people." 
These words he 
made the basis for a stiong and time- 
ly discourse on "The New Patriot- 
ism." 
There can be no true patriot- 
ism, he declares, except that which is 
founded upon the principles of right- 
eousness and social justice. The new 
patriotism calls not so much for mili- 
tant courage as moral courage; not 
so much for men to die for their 
country as for men to live for their 
country. 
As Americans we have 


learned to hate war and to love peace. 
We rejoice in our President's stand 
for peace so long as it can be honor- 
ably maintained without compromise 
with right or righteousness. 
The 
present need of our country is for 
men with courage to stand for prin- 
ciple rather than party, and willing 
to go down to political graves rather 
than compromise with wrong. 


Throughout his entire discourse 
Rev. Eyler had the closest attention 
of his hearers. 
The attendance and 
interest of this first opening outdoor 
service was most gratifying and be- 
speaks better things for the services 
yet to come. 
Upon next Sunday 
evening Rev. G. W. Faus of the Meth- 
odist Church will be the speaker. 
The service will be held at the same 
place, and the same hour, from 7 to 
8 o' clock.

(f the broth is used also it should be 
boiled thoroughly

All food 


cooked or uncooked, should be kep 
in a clean, cool place in order to re 
duct ihe danger of infection to a 
minimum. 


When meat must for any reason be 


kept for unusually long periods o: 
time or when the conditions are un- 
usually unfavorable scalding may be 
resorted to advantageously. 
Drop- 


ping the meat into boiling water for 
a fe w minutes will not seriously af- 
fect its flavor when it ultimately ap- 
pears upon the table, and it will put 
it in a much better condition for 
keeping. 
It is important, however, 


that it be dipped in a large hpdy of 


tainted in hot weather. 
It is, o 


course, common knowledge that the 
higher the temperature, the quicker 
meat will spoil, but the family's sup- 
plies are not absolutely at the mercy 
of the thermometer, 
ice and clean- 


liness are two great weapons of de- 
fense 


For many families a refrigerator is 


obviously out of the question, but il 
is perhaps better to have no refriger- 
ator at all than a neglected one 
Merely to wash it out occasionally 
does little good; it should be thor- 
oughly scalded at frequent intervals, 
in particular the drain. 
This, if 


overlooked, is apt to harbor fungous 
growths, which may spread to the 
food. On one occasion a man applied 
to the department because he had 
found that a joint of beef placed in 
his refrigerator had turned a peculiar 
bright red. 
Upon examination it was 


ascertained that the meat was cover- 
ed with a peculiar fungous growth 
due entirely to the condition of the 
refrigerator. 
Growths of this kind 


do not always advertise themselves 
so prominently and there may be 
much evil in an ice box that the eye 
can not detect. 


If the refrigerator drain is not 


thoroughly cleaned, moreover, it is 
likely to become choked, the water 
is not carried off quickly enough and 
little pools are left standing in thf> 
interior 
Dampness is one of the 


conditions most favorable to bacterial 
growth. 
An ice box in this state will 


not protect food long. It is, in fact, 
a wise precaution to wipe the interior 
of a refrigerator every day with a 
dry cloth. 


The temperature of the average re- 


frigerator is higher than most per- 
sons suppose, and in those households 
where a regular supply of ice is not 
obtainable a cool cellar, a spring 
house, or the depths of a well may 
serve somewhat the same purpose. On 
farms where there is an ice house the 
meat may be placed in some form of 
closed retainer and buried in the ice 
In any event, the meat must be care- 
fully screened from flies. The danger 
from infection from these pests has 
been pointed out many times, but fa- 
miliarity breeds contempt and they 
still persist. 
The fly not only does 


the meat itself no good, but it may 
readily deposit upon it some infec- 
tion, which is carried in turn by the 
meat into the human system. 
Some 


flies will deposit their eggs on the 
meat and these in a short time will 


boiling water. 
If 
only 
small 


amount of water is used, the intro- 
duction of the meat will lower the 
temperature to such an extent that 
the whole process becomes -worthless. 
With such meats as veal or pork, 
which are always- — or ought to be — 
thoroughly done, the precaution can 
be carried further and the joints par- 
tially cooked before being 
stored 


away. 
Care should be taken, how- 


iver, to see that the recooking is 
;horoughly done. 


Hot weather also calls for addi- 


tional precautions on the part of the 
housewife in regard to canned pro- 
ducts. 
Once these have been opened 


and exposed to the air they spoil as 


if not more quickly, than 


resh food. 
The contents of a can 


should therefore be disposed of with- 
out delay. 
In no event should they 


be left in the can after it has been 
opened, but should be used at once 
inless the housekeeper wishes to 
air" the canned material, 
which 


some believe is desirable.

done, the can contents should be 


the family of Mr. and Mrs. C. W.

of the Morgans. lie had two re- 
volvers concealed and when he was 
admitted into the hall of the home 
he drew these revolvers from their 
concealment and proceeded to hunt 
Mr. Morgan. He found him on the 
second story of the home. 
Without any questions he opened 


fire and succeeded in lodging two bul- 
lets in Mr. Morgan's body, one in the 
thigh, and the other iu the abdomen. 
At this time he was overpowered by 
members of the family and attend- 
ants, captured, and removed to jail 
In his examination tor commital 


for trial. Holt stated that he had in- 
tended to shut Mrs Morgan and the 
children up in a room and hold them 
there until Mr Morgan could go 
out and see his rrieiuls to try to stop 
the selling ot arms and ammunition 
to the allies, which helped them 
against Germany 
This seems a vis- 
ionary reason but the man is no 
doubt wi ought up over the German j 
cause that he has become .n..ane.
